He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of 
the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to 
vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  in  a  conspicuous 
place  at  the  post-offices  at  Courtenay,  Sand¬ 
wick,  and  Royston,  B.C.,  notices  signed  by  him 
giving  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  holding  the 
said  meeting.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  be 
chairman  of  the  said  meeting  and  he  shall  have 
power  to  determine  whether  or  not  any  per¬ 
son  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so. 
He  shall  have  power  to  determine  the  pro¬ 
cedure  to  be  followed  at  the  said  meeting  and 
the  method  of  taking  the  votes.  Each  quali¬ 
fied  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for 
each  of  three  candidates.  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  election 
and  shall  advise  the  Comptroller  of  Water 
Rights  of  the  said  result.

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a
